$150,000 COST 


A new A and P store will be 
erected in Gettysburg within the 
next five months, it was announced 
today by George W and Mae E. 
Olinger, of 137 S. Washington St. 
Ground is eyDected to b* broken 
some time next weex. 
Tile new structure, air conditioned 
and of colonial design, brick con­ 
struction, will cost approximately 
$150,000. It will be IOO feet wide and 
125 feet deep comprising 
12,500 
square feet 
The new building will be erected 
on the lot owned by the Olingers 
between W. High St., and Brecken­ 
ridge St., and will front on West 
St. The front will be of glass with 
magic eye doors. An outside area 
will be covered with a canopy to 
provide for parcel pick-up service. 
Customers will not have to carry 
their parcels from the store to their 
cars. 
A parking area will be laid along 
the area fronting on W. High and 
West Sts. with a capacity for 117 
cars for A and P patrons. 
Charles Scrivner and Sons, of 
Baltimore, are the contractors. 
"The building will be modern in 
every respect. It will be fireproof, 
with tile floors and will be built to 
conform with the needs of the food 
firm. A long term lease has been 
•igned. 
"The contractors will use local 
labor and materials wherever pos­ 
sible," Olinger said 
The building will be one story 
high. The interior will have a 
mezzanine floor where the men’s 
and ladies’ wash and rest rooms will 
be located.

COMMISSIONERS 
CONSIDER NEW 
BUILDING S AT 
COUNTY HOME 


The Adams County Commission­ 
ers at their meeting this morning 
at the court house voted to call in 
the advisory committee they had set 
up for the county home to con­ 
sider the possibility of new con­ 
struction at the home rather than 
renovation of existing buildings. 
The meeting of the commissioners 
with the advisory committee will 
take place in about three weeks in 
order to permit Architect Paul Long, 
Harrisburg, to complete perspective 
drawings of the proposal which he 
presented to the commissioners this 
morning. 
Long, representing the architec­ 
tural firm of Stair and Long, had 
been called in by the commissioners 
some months ago to benn plans for 
renovation of the county home In 
line with suggestions made by the 
advisory committee last December. 
Propose* One-Story Plant 
This 
morning 
Long 
not 
only 
showed plans for renovation, but 
also displayed preliminary drawings 
for new7 construction, of a one-story 
building, to replace present old 
buildings at the home, which he said 
could be done "at about the same 
price as reconstruction" according 
to preliminary estimates. 
A new one-story U-shaped struc­ 
ture could be build In sections, he 
said, in accordance with the original 
plan of spreading the renovation 
work over a period of years so that 
there would be no need for the 
county to borrow money—only as 
much will be done each year as sums 
on hand allow. 
The commissioners, noting “we 
want to get this started as soon as 
passible.” also held that "lf we can 
get a new building for about the 
same price we’ll be better off ” 
May Start This Summer 
While showing Interest in the new 
proposal, the commissioners also 
held that they want the opinion of 
the advisor:; committee—-which made 
the 
original 
suggestions—before 
making such a drastic change in 
plans. Long promised to have draw­ 
ings ready within three w*>eks, and 
the commissioners voted to hold a 
joint meeting with the advisory 
committee at that time to seek the 
opinion of that group on the new 
idea. _ 
Discussion betw-een the commis­ 
sioners and Long indicated that 
construction may begin this sum­ 
mer either on renovation or new 
construction, 
depending 
on 
the 
results of the meeting three weeks 
from now. 
Six Per Cent Of Total Cost 
With the preliminary work well 
underway, the commissioners signed 
a contract with Starr and Long to 
provide payment to the architect 
firm for its work at six per cent of 
the cost of construction over a 
period of years.

By MARVIN L. ARROWSMITH 
WASHINGTON UH — President 
Eisenhower said today he is ask­ 
in g the United Nations to send 
foreign observers — probably So­ 
viet as well as free world — to

proving ground 
this summer

large nuclear explosion in which 
radioactive fallout will be d ra s ti­ 
cally reduced.” 
This would indicate planned det­ 
onation of a hydrogen bomb since 
it is only with the H-bomb that 
fallout can be m aterially reduced. 
Asked whether the U. N. dele­ 
gation would include representa­ 
tives from Communist countries, 
Elsenhower replied that he hopes 
the U. N, will designate the mem­ 
bers of its scientific committee on 
the effects of radiation to attend 
the Pacific tests. 
He noted that member nations 
of that committee include the So­ 
viet Union and Czechoslovakia in 
th© Communist bloc, as well as 
the United States, United King­ 
dom and Canada.

To relieve the hardship on the 
m any thousands who have used or 
will use up their m axim um num ­ 
ber of weeks, Eisenhower proposes 
extending the num ber of weeks 
for them in all states by 50 per 
cent. 
For exam ple: a m an who drew 
$25 a week in a state with a m axi­ 
m um of 26 weeks, would, if he 
had used up his 26 weeks, con­ 
tinue to draw $25 for another 13 
weeks. 
Eisenhower asked Congress to 
vote 600 million dollars for this, 
with the 
program 
to last until 
April I, 1959 Com plications begin 
right here. To understand why. 
look at the system as it works 
now: 
Not G ift But Loan 
E m ployers now. to provide m on­ 
ey for the insurance tund, pay a 
tax on the first $3,000 of their 
em ployes’ wages. The federal tax 
is three tenths of I per cent. The 
state tax varies by states, from 
practically zero up to 2.7 per cent. 
The federal governm ent uses its 
tax 
to adm inister the 
program . 
But the tax each state collects 
goes into its own individual fund. 
It draw s on its fund to pay bene­ 
fit* to its own Jobless people. 
The 600 million dollars—as out­ 
lined 
by 
the 
adm inistration — 
would not be a gift to the states 
but a loan. Eisenhower suggests 
that the states enter into agree­ 
m ents 
with 
the 
federal govern­ 
m ent to get from the special fund 
w hat they need to extend the UI 
paym ents 
of 
those 
enemployed 
who have exhausted their bene­ 
fits. 
But, if the states don’t w ant to 
agree, 
then Eisenhower suggests 
the federal governm ent set up its 


own m achinery in those unwilling 
states and draw on the 600 m il­ 
lions to extend the paym ents any­ 
how. 


How would it be paid back? E i­ 
senhower suggests this: 
If, at the end of four years a 
state on its own had not paid back 
w hat the federal governm ent had 
put up, then the federal tax on its 
em ployers would go up until full 
repaym ent was m ade. 
But a state, to save its em ploy­ 
ers from the higher tax, could do 
this: 
Its legislature—any tim e before 
those four years were up—could 
m eet and vote to repay the feder­ 
al governm ent either out of that 
sta te ’s own treasury or out of its 
unem ploym ent insurance 
reserve 
fund. 
Since em ployers alm ost certain­ 
ly fight any added tax on them ­ 
selves. the natural thing for them 
to do would be to pressure their 
state 
legislature 
to 
make 
the 
repaym ent one way or the other. 
Em ployer groups likewise may 
try to pressure Congress not to 
approve Eisenhow er's plan from 
the start. 
Seen As Compromise 
Many states now have so much 
money in their reserve funds that 
they could afford—if they wanted 
to—to extend their weeks of job­ 
less pay. 
Since they have preferred not 
to, some state governors will not 
be happy about the 600 millions 
Eisenhower proposes since it will 
have to be paid back. The gov­ 
ernors would have accepted the 
money more readily if it were a 
grant, or gift. 
But Eisenhower would have run 
into som e criticism if he had sug­ 
gested giving the states a gift of 
600 millions. So the plan he pro­ 
posed is a com prom ise.
